Applications for service connection 
are made to the water Commissioner, 
and require the deposit with the City 
Treasurer of the estimated cost of the 
work from the street line to the 
desired point.

The following figures of the amount 
of traffic In this city which were taken 
nt three different points in the city for 
the week ending Monday morning at 
seven o'clock are of considerable in- 
terest. The count was taken for 
twenty-four hours each day by the 
Street Department of this city for the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission, 
at Nonantum Square. Newtonville 
Square and the junction of Common- 
wealth avenue and Washington street. 
Auburndale. 

The figures show the surprising fact 
that there is actually more travel thru 
Newtonville squaie. than in Nonan- 
tum square, if the street railway cars 
are not included. 

The last traffic census taken in 1912 
by the Highway Commission showed 
a state wide average of 63 per cent of 
motor driven vehicles. The Newton

1SS4 he was appointed Deputy 
sheriff, in which office he showed that 
deep fidelity to duty which has since 
brought to him the higher honors of 
sheriff. In 1S95 he was appointed 
court officer, and in June. 1S96. •Mas- 
ter of the House of Correction and 
Keeper of the Jail at Cambridge. In 
the same year he was appointed spe- 
cial sheriff and upon the death of Hen- 
ry C. Cushing, the late Governor Wol- 
cott appointed him sheriff to which 
office he was elected in 1S99. 

At each succeeding election he has 
been re-elected by large majorities. 
During his term o; office over 65.000 
unfortunates have been committed to 
his charge and his humane treatment, 
coupled with the splendid system 
maintained by him in both the jail 
and house of correction, has won for

Miss Florence Luscomb, the well 
known suffrage speaker. brings as 
proof that women's viewpoint ls need- 
ed in public affairs, tbe fact that Con- 
gress appropriated only $164,000 for 
tbe Children’s Bureau and that the 
same Congress appropriated $400,000 to 
fight bog cholera. She argues there- 
from that the men who govern the 
country think that hogs are twice as 
important and valuable as babies, and 
that if women voted this opinion would 
not obtain. 

This comparison between hogs and 
babies is a very populur "argument", 
with suffragists. It never occurs to 
them that the men running the govern- 
ment are really paying the women u 
compliment — we trust a deserved one — 
In assuming that the human mother is 
both better able and more willing to 
give intelligent care and protection to 
(ier children than the hog mother. 
When the baby pigs have cholera, the 
hog mother is unite helpless even un- 
concerned in tlie matter, and if they 
are to be saved, intelligent human study 
such us is properly financed by the 
government must save them: and 
they are not saved, the financial Iohs 
to their owners will he felt directly by 
the babies of these owners, who can he 
given fewer comforts. The Federal 
government assumes that the human 
parents are able to do something for 
their children in providing medical 
care, and intelligent parental affection. 
The suffragists lu ussumlng that the 
human mother is on the level with the 
hog, and needs Just as much govern- 
ment assistance for her offspring, nro 
assuming something which Is not ex- 
actly a compliment to tlie self-respect- 
ing, intelligent mothers In tlie land. 

The Federal Government also knows, 
wlint Miss Luscomb chouses to ignore, 
that tile state governments are spend- 
ing countless thousands of dollars for 
the Deal t ti, education and recreation 
of the children within their boundaries, 
and ure spending very little on their 
hogs, ft Is to tie hoped that suffragists 
can find a new’ argument, and drop the 
hog argument altogether. 

THE SCHOOL VOTE 

Under tlie heading “Anti-Suffrage 
Mythology" Alice Stone Blackw 
t he Woman's Journal, attacks the state- 
ment made by antl-suffraglsts that the 
woman's school vote in Massachusetts 
Is decreasing. She tells us that tlie 
rate of gain from 1879 to 1912 was 
about 1200 a year. 

Even ut tliis rate of progress It 
would lie 2250 before the women of 
Massachusetts would poll a respectable 
majority of their number for school 
committee! 

But tin* vote of the women fell over 
3000 in 1913, and gained only 454 in 
1914. If this Is tlie rate of gain that ls 
to he maintained in tlie future, then 
we inay look for a respectably targe 
woman’s vote in Massachusetts In 2915 
— one thousund years hence! 


In which the number of women's votes 
ranged from 1 to 10. In the town of 
Dedham not a woman voted for 11 
years previous to 1914. 

In tlie city of Boston, where every 
effort has been made to get out the wo- 
man's vote for school committee, the 
vote has been steadily diminishing. In 
1903 13,655 women voted for school 
committee in Boston. In 1914 tlie vote 
was 3949. 

The fact remains that In the last 17 
years only a fraction over 2 per cent of 
the women of Massachusetts entitled 
to vote have actually done so

An automobile accident in which 
Mrs. Elizabeth Gordon, of 150 Hunne- 
well avenue, lost her life, occurred at 
Xantasket Beach, about midnight 
unday, when with a party of four as 
passengers, the machine in which 
they were riding, skidded across the 
roadway and crashed into a telephone 
pole beside the road. The automobile 
was badly wrecked hut none of the 
occupants were thrown out. Mrs. 
Gordon wa3 thrown against the hack 
of the seat with such force that her 
skull was fractured, killing her in- 
stantly. The other occupants of the 
car were more or less seriously in- 
jured, and all were rendered uncon- 
scious for some time. Mrs. Gordon 
was dead when picked up and her 
body was taken to an undertaking 
room in Hingham. where an autopsy 
was performed.

Immediately 
after Mrs. Gordon’s death a charge 
of manslaughter was preferred against 
the chauffeur, Eugene F. Rickson, who 
was hired to drive the car, and who 
is also charged with operating a car 
while he was under the influence of 
liquor.

Can stealing fruit he stopped? Evi- 
dently not under existing conditions. 
Year after year fruit orchards are 
raided by boys and there seems to he 
no special effort to prevent it. Why 
are the boys so bold? Because they 
know that nobody hut an officer has 
a right to lay hands on them, and 
they find little difficulty in evading 
the officers. If the owner appears on 
the scene the boys will thumb their 
noses and defy them to touch them. I 
have been told by those who have had 
that experience. 1 have had two 
cases where I knew whom the boys 
were. After notifying their parents 
without any effect and the officers 
with no better results, 1 have taken 
the matter into my own hand, put them 
into court, and they were simply 
put on probation. What do they care 
about being put on probation? 

Several parties have told me that 
they were cutting their fruit trees 
down because the boys stole the fruit. 
A fine commentary on existing condi- 
tions. As our police force either isn’t 
equal to the emergency or hasn’t suf- 
ficient encouragement and backing 
from the fruit owners to instill into 
them a desire to prosecute more vig- 
orously the suppression of this evil, 
some other method seems imperative. 
My suggestion would he to appoint 
every owner of fruit trees a special 
police for his own property, which 
would invest him with authority to 
arrest trespassers. Bring the culprit 
into court and inflict a heavy line. 
The parents would soon tire of pay- 
ing fines and would co-operate with 
the police in their effort.

Dexter Brackett was widely known 
as a hydraulic engineer and was rec- 
ognized as an authority in many 
blanches of water works engineering. 
He served for forty-six years in the 
engineering departments of the city 
or Boston and of the Metropolitan Wa- 
ter Works, and had taken a prominent 
part in the development of the water 
supply of Boston and of the metro- 
politan water district. His work for 
tlie city of Boston related mainly to 
the piping system and other works 
within the city. 

After twenty-six years’ service with 
the city of Boston. Mr. Brackett was 
called to take charge of the distribu- i 
tion department of the Metropolitan ' 
Water Works, which included the | 
piping system, pumping stations and 
reservoirs within the metropolitan ! 
district, and lie was largely respops- j 
ible for the excellence of these works. I 
The pumping stations at Chestnut i 
Hill and Spot Bond have been visited > 
by engineers from all parts of the; 
country and are regarded as models 
of efficiency. In 1907 Mr. Brackett ] 
became chief engineer of the Metro- 
politan Water Works, and held the j 
position to the time of his death. In j 
this capacity lie has had charge of 
the maintenance and operation of the I 
works and of the construction of ad - 1 
ditions, including the successful liy- ; 
dro-electrie plant at the Wachusett 
Dam at Clinton. He was also respons- 1 
ible for the design of a similar plant 
now under construction at the Sud- ! 
bury Dam at South borough. 

One of the important reforms which 
took place while Mr. Brackett held 
the position of chief engineer, and 
largely through his efforts, was the 
introduction of water meters in the 
cities and towns of the metropolitan 
district, which has reduced the water 
consumption to such an extent that 
the district now has a supply of wa- 
ter adequate for many years. It was 
estimated recently that the water 
consumption with the use of meters 
is less than two-thirds of what it 
would have been had the meters not 
been introduced. Without the meters 
it would have been necessary before 
this to have obtained an additional 
supply of water at great cost. 

Mr. Brackett was a member and for 
three years a director of the Ameri- 
can Society of Civil Engineers. He j 
was president of the Boston Society 
of Civil Engineers and of the Xew 
England Water Works Association, 
and a member of the American Water 
Works Association. He had written 
several valuable papers upon water 
works subjects.

THE TRAFFIC CKNSl S 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

figures for thin year indicate that In 
this city, at least. 84 per cent of the 
traffic is motor driven, giving some 
idea of the enormous increase In the 
automobile business during the past 
three yearn. 

Tuesday was the day of heaviest 
travel at Nonnntum square and New- 
tonville square, while Monday was 
the heaviest day at Washington 
street and Commonwealth avenue. At 
X’onantum square on Tuesday, be- 
tween 7 A. M. and 7 P. M.. 2566 motor 
vehicles and 666 horse driven vehicles 
were counted, an average of about 3 
motor cars n minute. At Xewtonville 
square the same period, there were 
3266 motor and 303 horse driven ve- 
hicles. an average of over 4 machines 
a minute. The heaviest day at the 
third station showed a total of 2201 
motors and S12 horse drawn vehicles, 
an average of about 3 cars n minute. 

A grand total of 60.823 vehicles, not 
including trolley cars were counted, 
of which 7335 were during the night 
hours. Of this number, 51,075 were 
motor and 9.74S were horse driven. 
Of the motor vehicles, 8332 were run- 
abouts. 4564 were trucks and 38,179 
were touring cars. 

The 1912 traffic census did not in- 
clude any Newton stations and it is 
necessary to go back to 1909 for a 
comparison. The motor driven traffic 
of the state at that time was about 
3S per cent, as compared with 63 per 
cent in 1912. The Newton stations in 
1909 were at Xewtonville square and 
at Commonwealth avenue and Wash- 
ington street. The August daily av- 
erage at the latter station was 749 
autos, and 374 horse, or 6S per cent 
nutomobile traffic, and in October, 647 
auto and 299 horse, or 6S per cent 
auto traffic. At Xewtonville square 
only the August figures are available, 
showing a daily average of 313 auton 
and 813 horse, or about 2S per cent 
auto traffic.

to pay annually a sum equal to 5 per- 
cent on the estimated cost of laying a 
six inch main for the necessary dis- 
tance, regardless of the amount of 
water consumed. This guarantee 
lasts for 5 years, and is credited with 
any subsequent services on that par- 
ticular main. The usual main Is six 
inches in diameter. 

The system is divided into sections 
by over 900 stop gates, by which It is 
possible to make necessary repairs at 
a minimum of inconvenience to con- 
sumers. 

Hydrants are located on all new 
mains nt distances of about 600 feet 
apart and on old mains wherever re- 
quested by the Chief of Fire Depart- 
ment. There are 1050 hydrants in use 
at the present time. 

In this connection it may he of in- 
terest to note that the fire service does 
not make so serious a draft upon the 
water supply ns one might think. A 
large mill fire which oocurred at 
niglit took about 475,000 gallons of 
water, the heaviest draft for a long 
period. This amount being readily 
determined from the height of the 
reservoir as indicated at City Hall. 

The 300 dead ends on main pipes 
are more or less a nuisance to the de- 
partment which makes n steady effort 
to eliminate them. The circulation of 
these dead ends occurs and is respon- 
sible for any complaint in the quality 
of the water. Constant efforts are 
made by regular flushings to keep 
them clean and complaints of this na- 
ture are promptly remedied. 

The department keeps a record of 
the daily temperature of the water in 
the pump well, and of the air outside, 
also of the height of water in the col- 
lecting gallery, the number of gallons 
pumped and consumed. The hours 
during which the pumping engines 
work are also noted, together with the 
amount of coal used. 

The advent of the metropolitan dis- 
trict water system made its impres- 
sion on our water works, and the 
Water Board in charge at that time 
decided that the best interests of the 
city demanded that Newton should be 
included within the district, hut with- 
out taking the water until wanted. 
This decision has cost us $100,000.00 
to date, as we have paid an annual as- 
sessment for the above so-called priv- 
ilege. Possibly our descendants may 
live to reap the benefit of this act hut 
it is costing the present water takers 
over $6,000 a year. 

| In this connection it is of interest 
; to note that Cambridge, which did not 
enter the metropolitan water district 
; when it was formed, is now' consider- 
ing the advisability of paying the met- 
ropolitan district the sum of one mil- 
lion dollars for the privilege of using 
metropolitan water. 

I We made one good trade, how’ever, 
. with the metropolitan water board in 
the sale in 1904 of the old open reser- 
| voir at Wahan Hill which had proved 
inadequate for our purposes, $60,000 
! was paid for the reservoir which 
holds 14,500,000 gallons of water, and 
I it is now used as a supply for Water- 
| towrn and Belmont. In addition we 
made agreements with the metropoli- 
tan commissioners w’hereby we can 
draw on them for 15,000,000 gallons 
of water in cases of emergency, and 
have water furnished free in case of 
accidents to our own system. As a 
' matter of fact this has not occurred, 
but Newton has assisted the metro- 
politan board in certain cases which 
have arisen. For these purposes, New- 
ton and the metropolitan have con- 
nections on Ward street near the res- 
ervoir and at the Newton-Watertown 
line on Centre street. There are also 
. connections with Boston, Brookline, 
and Waltham. 

| The possibility and probability of 
using water from the metropolitan 
supply is of considerable interest to 
many people, and it is pertinent to 
say in that connection that Xew’ton is 
now paying about $20,000 yearly for 
the water we are consuming. The 
j same amount of water furnished by 
the Metropolitan Water Commission 
would cost us at least $60,000 annu- 
ally, beside the expense of the up- 
keep of the mains, services and other 
matters incidental to the distribution. 
As a matter of economy, as well as 
the quality of the water, it is advis- 
able for Newton to furnish its own 
supply as long as possible.

This latter course is seldom takfen 
now-a-dftys as the formation of the 
Mass. Relief Officers’ Association .In 
1887 with its monthly meetings has 
created such an acquaintanceship be- 
tween the overseers that the difler- 
onces nre usually settled in a friendly i 
manner. 

The expense of paupers not charge- 
able to any city or town in the Com- 
monwealth Is borne by the state, which , 
allows hut 24 hours for notice of aid 1 
granted to hucIi cases, except sick | 
state poor and then the time limit is J 
5 days. 

On receipt of claim of settlement, 
from another city or town, it Is the 
duty of the overseer to verify the 
claim by a research of the records 
heretofore mentioned. If the claim 
is valid, the city or town is then di- 
rected as to the amount of aid to he 
rendered in the future or is notified 
that this icty “refuses to aid outisde 
of the almshouse.” This latter action 
is rarely taken, however, as it is usu- 
ally cheaper to grant occasional tem- 
porary aid than to bear the entire ex- 
pense of maintenance at the alms- 
house. This is also true of cases with- 
in the limits of Newton, as the expen- 
diture for support of poor out of 
almshouse will prove. 

The state’s system of charities is 
very minute, and on receipt of claim, 
the case is immediately investigated 
by one of Its visitors and the city not- 
ified of its determination of what 
amount of aid shall he granted or 
whether the applicant is to he re- 
moved to the State almshouse, Tewks- 
bury. Neglected and destitute chil- 
dren are also cared for hv the state, 
at the expense of city wherein settled. 

It has been noticed lately through 
Investigations, that many cases have 
been referred hack to this City, be- 
, cause of the fact that it makes its tax- 
payers pay their taxes. In many of 
j the large cities, you will find a man 
! that has fallen in destitute circum- 
I stances. He has probably left Newton 
many years ago. but has resided in 
I other cities more than five years con- 
! secutively. A notice is received from 
that City, showing the number of years 
that he was assessed. Upon final in- 
vestigation we receive some such in- 
formation as this. — "Has paid only 
one tax.” therefore, we go back to 
Newton where we find that he has paid 
his taxes. In 1916 it will make no 
difference whether the poll tax is paid 
or not. A man will, with a residence 
of' five consecutive years, gain a settle- 
ment in that City, much to the sorrow 
of some and the lov of other cities. 

The expense of pauper aid can he 
recovered through the courts from 
any person in the line of consanguini- 
ty, that is, from a father for a son, or 
from a son for a father. The stigma 
of pauperism can .also be removed if 
the city or state is reimbursed within 
5 years from the date of aid. 

A new duty has been added to the De- 
partment, and that is the determining 
of settlements for the Board of Health.

The figures announced this week 
from the Building department as to 
the building activities in this city in- J 
dicate a tremendous increase in prop- j 
erty values and certainly leads one 
to expect that the business depression 
of the past year is passing away.

A LARGE INCREASE 

The records of the Building Com- 
missioners office at City Hall show 
that there has been a tremendous in- 1 
crease in the building activities of this 1 
city during the six months ending 
June 30 of the present year. 

For the same period ending June 30, 
1914, there were permits for 197 frame 
buildings valued at 8680,863, for 25 
brick buildings valued at $21,600, and 
113 alterations amounting to $113,662, 
making a grand total of $816,125 for 
the six months. For 1915. the figures 
ahow 277 permits for brick and frame 
buildings valued at $1,584,845 and 116 
alterations amounting to $79,415, mak- 
ing a grand total of $1,664,260 or over 
double the values of the 1914 building 
operations.

VARIETY IN PICKLING. 

I T is better to have a vnriety of pick- 
les than n great quantity of one 
kind. The housewife who keeps 
this In mind and ndds novel ns well as 
toothsome relishes to her store may 
count on the appreciation of a grateful 
family. Even the best of condiments 
served too often cease to tempt. 

An Old Time Recipe. 

Sliced Cucumber Pickles.— Take two 
dozen large cucumbers which have 
been Rliced and boiled for an hour in 
vinegar enough to cover. Set aside in 
the hot vinegar. To each gallon of 
cold vinegar allow a pound of sugar, 
a tnhlespoouful of cinnamon, a table- 
spoonful of ginger, a tnhlespoouful of 
black pepper, a tnblespoonful of celery 
seed, a teaspoonful of mace, a ten- 
spoonful of allspice, a tenspoonful of 
cloves, a tnblespoonful of turmeric, a 
tablespoonful of scraped horseradish, 
n tnblespoonful of sliced garlic and 
half a tenspoonful of cayenne pep|*er 
Put It) the cucumbers and stew two 
hours. 

Something of a Novelty. 

Lemon Pickle.— Peel very thinly six 
lemons; take off the white and cut the 
pulp Into slices, taking out the seeds. 
Put the pee. and pulp Into a Jar. sprin- 
kle between them two ounces of suit, 
cover the Jar. and let It stand three 
days. Boll in a quart of vinegar six 
cloves, three blades of mace, two or 
three alia lots and two ounces of bruis- 
ed mustard seeds. Pour It. boiling, 
over the lemons in the Jar. and when 
cold cover. In a month strain and bot- 
tle the liquor, and the lemons may be 
eaten ns pickle. The above is a useful 
sauce, especially for veal cutlets and 
minced veal. 

Nasturtium Pickles.— Pick the nas- 
turtium seeds green. Leave a short 
stem on them and plnee them in n 
weak solution of salt and water, then 
soak them in fresh waiter for a day. 
Place them In Iw.ttles and cover with 
boiling vinegar. Tie covers over the 
bottles and store for a month before 
using. These are an excellent substi- 
tute for capers. 

Delicious With Cold Meat. 
Pickled White Onions.— Peel onious. 
which should be flue white ones, and 
let them stand in strong brine for four 
days, changing twice in the meantime. 
Drain and put into a kettle of boiling 
water for ten minutes; remove and put 
Into cold water Ix?ave them there for 
four hours, then drain and pack In 
jars or wide mouthed bottles, alternat- 
ing with pieces of horseradish root and 
a very little sliced ginger. Put into the 
preserving kettle two quarts of cider 
vinegar, half a cupful of sugar, an 
ounce of whole peppercorns, four ta- 
blespoonfuls of celery seed, three ta- 
blespoonfuls of mixed mustard seed 
and two iKhlespooufiils of whole 
cloves. Bring to scalding point and 
pour over the onions and seal while 
1)0 1.

A SIMPLE little luncheon for the 
home folks may be prepared as 
suggested here. 

Reliable Way of Making Cocoa. 

CoCoa.— Take two quarts of good, 
rich milk, put in u double boiler and 
let it come to a boll. Take two table- 
spoonful of cocoa, dissolve in a little 
hot water and add to the boiling milk. 
Sweeten to taste, simmer for a few 
minutes after adding the cocoa and 
serve. While simmering the egg beat- 
er may be stirred in the cream beating 
it to a froth. Put a little of the froth 
iuto each cup before filling. 

Creamed Celery.— The entire stalk of 
the celery can be utilized in making 
cream <»f celery. Separate the sticks, 
free them from tough strings, cut iuto 
dice and parboil until tender. Drain, 
add sweet milk and thicken with a paste 
of (lour and butter. Season to taste 
and serve. 

With Leftover Meat. 

Beef Reelmuffe with Tomatoes.— 
Mince cold meat and reheat it in a 
brown sauce prepared with stewed to- 
matoes instead of water. After mixing 
the flour and butter In the usual way 
and letting them turn a delicate brown 
rdd enough of the tomato palp to make 
8 thick gravy, flavor with Worcester 
» hire sauce and a pinch each of curry 
powder, pepper and salt. Have u plat- 
ter spread with small slices of toast 
end pour the rechauffe over them. Dec- 
orate with parsley and serve Immedi- 
ately Broiled or fried tomatoes may 
Ik* used in place of the toast. 

Peach Whip. -Take four mashed 
|k*uc!h*h. half cup sugar, whites of two 
eggs: heat light and still. Make o stiff 
fistard of the yolks of two eggs, half 
cupful of sugar and two cupfuls of 
milk ami one tnhlcspooufu! of corn- 
starch: flavor with vanilla. Slice two 
peaches in each individual dish with a 
tnblespoonful «,f whipped crcuiu and 
surround with soft custard.

LUNCHEON MENU. 
Buttermilk Muffins. 
Fish Omelet 
Surprise Salmi. 
Orange and Nut Glace.

T HIS luncheon Is well balanced aa 
to food values and In light and 
palatable. 

Buttermilk Muffins. —Take two cup- 
fuls of flour, a tablenpoonful of sugar, 
half a teaspoonful of suit, half a tea- 
spoonful of sodu, a cupful of butter- 
milk and two tuhlespoonfula of melted 
butter. Mix in the order given and 
beat thoroughly. Bake in a hot oven. 
Use For Cold Fish. 

Fish Omelet.— Tuke cold boiled white 
Hsh. four eggs, a little white sauce, a 
tablenpoonful of milk or (Team, an 
ounce and u half of butter and season- 
ing. Free the fish from all skin and 
bones, break Into small flukes, melt a 
small piece of butter In u saucepan, 
add the Ash. with suit and pepper and 
enough white sauce to moisten the 
fish. Keep It hot. Slightly heat the 
eggs, odd the milk and season to taste. 
Melt an ounce of butter In an omelet 
pan, pour In the eggs, stir over n hot 
fire till the mixture logins to set. then 
shake well. Shape it In oval form, put 
the prepared fish In the middle and 
fold in the ends. 

Surprise Salad.— Take landings from 
tomatoes of uniform size, scald and set 
ou Ice until cold. Scoop the inside 
from the tomatoes, leaving a thick 
shell. With half the pulp mix a few 
chopped walnuts and half us much 
chopjwd celery as you have pulp. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper to taste and 
a little sugar. Return the mixture to 
the tomato shell and set on the ice to 
get cold before serving on crisp lettuce 
leaves with mayonnaise. 

A Cold Dessert. 

Orange ami Nut Glace.— Fut two 
cupfuls of sugar and one cupful of cold 
water In a saucepan over the fire. 
Cook carefully until the sirup spins a 
thread. Beat the yolks of six eggs 
very light: pour the sirup upon them 
slowly, beating nil the while Return 
to the fire and cook for one minute. 
Strain Into a bowl and heat until cold. 
Add a teaspoonful of vanilla, one- 
fourth of n cupful of orange juice and 
very finely chopped nuts If desired. 
Turn the mixture fcto a freezer, nnd 
when thoroughly chilled add a pint of 
cream whipped to a stiff, dry froth; 
boat well. Fill paper boxes; sprinkle 
with chopped nuts or grated maca- 
roons; pack nnd freeze. 
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PICCALILLIS. 

T HESE Itopulnr relishes may be 
now’ put awuy by the housewife. 
There are various ways of mak- 
ing them and various ingredients for 
their com|K)sltIon. They are Inexpen- 
sive and useful 

Popular*Relishes. 

Green Tomato Piccalilli.—' Take one 
peck of green tomatoes, one-half peck 
of onions sliced, one cuullfiower nnd 
one peek of small cucumbers. Let 
stand In salt and water twenty-four 
hours, drain and |mt in a kettle with 
n cupful of grated horseradish, one 
ounce of turmeric, one ounce of whole 
cloves, one-fourth pound whole pepper, 
one ounce of cinnamon, one pound of 
white mustard seed ami one pound of 
English mustard. Cover with cold vin- 
egar. put on to cook and when the mix- 
ture comes to a boll cook it a quarter 
of an hour. Seal while hot 
Cucumber Piccalilli.— Take one peek 
ripe cucumbers, one-half teaeupful snlt 
two green peppers, six onions urnl 
spices If you like. Peel and chop the 
cucumbers, using the coarsest knife of 
the chopper. Put In a strainer, cover 
with salt and press to get the water 
dut. Then add peppers and onions, 
chopped fine. Put In kettle, cover with 
t inegur and cook until soft. 

A Convenient Method. 

Piccalilli without Cooking* — Take 

one large head of cabbage nnd half 
it peck of green tomatoes, two quarts 
of ripe tomatoes, .six onions, six green 
peppers, two red peppers, half a cupful 
of grated horseradish, half a teaspoon- 
ful of black pepper, an even teaspoon- 
ful of mustard, an ounce of white mus- 
tard seed, an ounce of celery seed, a 
ta hlesi stoii fill of ground mace, a gill 
of Dutch mustard and either a pint 
and a half or two quarts of sugar, or 
even more if a very sweet pickle Is 
wanted. Pack nil the peppers, onions, 
tomatoes and cabbage, after chopping 
(hem fine, In layers, in a coarse hag. 
with salt between the layers. Place 
the bag upon a rack with a hlg howl 
beneath to catch the droppings. Place 
u weight over the hag and let stand 
overnight In the morning the vegeta- 
bles In the hag will be quite dry. To 
them add the ground pepper, the mus- 
tard. mustard seed, celery seed and 
other seasonings. Add the sugar last 
of all, tasting to see how’ much is re- 
quired. Put the chow-chow luto ster- 
ilized stone Jars and cover It w-lth cold 
vinegar. Divide the horseradish among 
the Jars just before putting ou the 
covers. 




An Offender's First Arrest. 

The first shock of arrest and ImprlA- 
snment Is to the first offender the great 
crisis of his life. He realizes suddenly 
and vividly that the state Is not mere- 
ly a political ahstnii tion out of a long 
forgotten school book, hut a thing 
alive, armed with Jaw and claw. The 
effect of this Is overwhelming. There 
lives no human animal more penitent 
and plastic than the first offender on 
hla first day In prison. On that day of 
all days the state can mold him easily 
to Ita civic needs Turn him over to 
a man who believes In the bottom good 
In him; teach him a trade whereby he 
may learu to support himself honestly 
when released; give him a share In his 
earnings, so that be may, even though 
In prison, anpport his Innocent wife 
and helpless children or. If be Is alone, 
save a bit of capital against that black- 
est day of liberation— In other words, 
give him work and hope, the two 
things which all men need In order to 
live— and you will have set him on the 
road to citizenship. Deprive him of 
work and hope and you will as surely 
have set him on the road to criminal- 
ity.— From "The Man In the Cage." 


High Finance In China. 

It Is an established custom In China 
that a new company must pay divi- 
dends to Its shareholders Trom the first 
years of Its existence, and this forms 
Invariably a clause of the articles of 
association. Some concerns w’hlch fall 
to renllze a profit have to contract a 
high Interest loan In order to pay dlvl 
dends In full. It Is this practice that 
compels companies to contract loan 
after loan until they tire plunged Into 
a helpless state. Furthermore, when 
a new company Is established It Is 
from the shirt tied down to a system 
of commission paying. In every pur 
chase as w*ell as In every sale of the 
company a commission goes with 1L 
which Is therefore counted Into every 
payment and receipt, thus occasioning 
the need or an unnecessarily large 
amount of capital.— Argonaut. 

Difficult Trading. 

The trade between India and Tibet 
has to be carried through lofty puss- 
es between 14.000 and 18.000 feet high, 
most of which are practically Impassa- 
ble during seasons of heavy ralD and 
snow. Sheep and also crosses between 
yaks and ordinary cattle are used as 
beasts of burden. The most Important 
route Into Tibet from India Is from 
SlIlgurL near Darjeeling In northern 
Bengal, and across the small frontier 
state of Sikkim to Gyantse uud Yatung 
In Tibet, the two leading trade marts 
authorized by the existing convention. 
The other chief means of access to 
Tibet are from Almora, In the north- 
ern part of the united provinces, and 
from Simla over the Slmla-Tlbot road 
to Gartok in western Tibet, which is 
at about 14.200 feet elevation above tbe 
sea.

“Ibid Woman's Vote" No Menace Says 
Empire State Figures by IS to 7 
and 1 1 to 1 

Secretary of State Hupo’s Report on 
Criminal Statistics in New York has 
delivered another blow at the menace 
of the so-called “had woman vote" 
which troubles the minds of many 
men. His tlpures show that not only 
were there fourteen convictions 
against men to one against women in 
the courts of the Empire State last 
year, hut that relatively men are pet- 
ting worse and women better, if critn 
inal statistics are any paupe. The 
convictions against men in 1 i* 1 4 were 
over IS per cent, mjme than they were 
in 19i:t. while the pain for women was 
only 7 per cent. 

“Woman suffrage is unqualifiedly a 
success. State prohibition was won 
as a direct result.” says Mrs. Solon 
Sliced, president of the Washington 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

The Suffrage Victory parade that 
will be held in Boston on Saturday 
Oct. 16th is to be one of the largest 
parades Boston ever saw. There will 
be a representation from every city 
and town in Massachusetts. 


Wo have ngnln soon of how little 
value are the endorsements of woman 
suffrage by politicians from woman 
suffrage states. The roeont Governor's 
convention In Boston was attended by 
Governors from several of these states. 
The Boston suffragists seized this op- 
portunity, engaged Fnneull Hull for a 
rally, and Invited these Governors to 
t«>ll benighted Massachusetts of the 
glories of double suffrage. The Hally 
was widely advertised as "Governors' 
Night." When the night came, one 
lone governor (Gov. Alexander of Ida- 
ho! was on hand to speak. The others 
had gone to a clatn hake! 

These poor Governors are sometimes 
obliged by the necessity of placating 
he women politicians to speak In fa- 
rnr of woman suffrage In their own 
tates. But when It Is a question of 
helping the Boston Suffragists to fas- 
en the system on Massachusetts, they 
show bow much real belief In It they 
have hv staying away from the meet- 
ing at which they are advertised to 
peak, to enjoy a clam hake.

The suffragists tell us what the vote 
will give us. Ask them what It will 
take from us? Is it a gain to have to 
work through a party machine? Is It 
an advantage to have to gain your ob- 
ject by political compromise and stra- 
tegic juggling? Look at the results 
attained by women In the last fifty 
years. Is not the whole country profit- 
ing by the fact that wo cun go straight 
to the Governor, to the Mayor, to whom 
we will, and know that he will give us 
respectful attention whatever the party 
In control, for we alone have no po- 
litical ties. We are the one mighty 
body working solely for the public 
good, regardless of party bonds. And 
in the face of all this, and nil we are 
now accomplishing, are we to be 
robbed, beyond possibility or recovery, 
of all that sets us above boss and above 
pa rty? 

The suffragists have always been 
linked with tlie most extreme believers 
In Socialism — those who believe that 
the home, the private family and the 
duties of husbands toward wives are 
hindrances to their “freedom." Along 
with this, they have put Into their own 
official history as unmistakable evi- 
dences of their nntl-rellgiouH senti- 
ments ns any Socialist lias ever framed 
Into language.

No city with less than tftO.OOO Inhnbl 
tnnts tins so many women divorced a 
Denver, where one woman to every 2i 
who are married Is a divorcee. The 
average Is 1 divorce to 113 married w 
men throughout the Union. 

Denver, which leuds the whole coun- 
try In divorce In proportion lo popula- 
tion, wlu-re women have voted for 23 
years, recently broke Its own record 
with M applications fnr divorce in a 
single afternoon. 
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In the past, this Department has 
looked up the residence and taxes of 
its own enses. but now they are living 
strictly up to the law. This will menu 
n great deal more work. 

Mothers' Aid 

On September 1st, 1913, the Slate 
Legislature passed a law known as 
Mothers’ Aid. This law has been in 
effect very nearly two years, the re 
suits of which have been very gratify 
ing. not only In this City, hut all over 
Ihe entire Commonwealth. Of course, 
there are restrictions guarding thlw 
act. which enables many Overseers of 
the Poor to place each and every case 
that comes to their attention under 
the proper class, lii some cases, the 
husband or father, is probably physi- 
cally Incapacitated to perform manual 
labor. If there are children under 
font teen, this Is. In the opinion of the 
State Board of Charity, a case worthy 
of aid under Chapter 768, Acts of 1913. 
Before any assistance is rendered, a 
complete history is taken and sub- 
mitted personally to the Supervisor of 
this aid. Of course, there is nothing 
to prevent the Overseer from admin- 
istering relief while the ease is be 
fore the State Board, if in his or her 
opinion the aid is needed immediately. 
The good that this law has done in the 
past can be plainly seen by going into 
some of the homes where this relief 
is received. A woman with one child 
under fourteen is generally not eligi- 
ble. it being the belief of the State 
that she should he able to get along 
without public assistance. If a wo 
man who 1ms only one child is physi- 
cally unable to do work, then she can 
he classed as a Mothers’ Aid case. 
There have been quite a few applica 
thins under this law, and some, on 
account of property conditions have 
been refused. Many recipients of this 
aid would never have applied for it if 
the law had not been passed. If their 
case is refused, then they want the 
Temporary Aid, which does pauperize 
them. 

Tlie “(’It) Home" 

The city now possesses a city home 
erected during Mayor Wilson’s admin- 
istration. on Winchester street, New- 
ton Highlands, which compares favor- 
ably with any-otlier wooden nlms 
house in the state. 

It has accommodations for 20 males 
and 20 females and makes a complete 
and comfortable homo for all unfortu- 
nates settled in Newton, who are tin 
able to support themselves outside. 
The building is lighted by electricity, 
and has a laundry machine, and hos- 
pital wards. There are 33 inmates at 
present, costing about $r>,18 per week 
per capita during 1914. 

The property comprises about 26 
acres of land upon which vegetables 
and a little fruit are raised. 

In this connection, too much praise 
cannot lie given tlie warden and ma- 
tron, Mr. and Mrs. John Ewart. Their 
care of the unfortunates in their 
charge is not a perfunctory duty, but 
is performed with a warm regard for 
their comfort and a sincere desire to 
make their duty as pleasant as possi- 
ble. 

Hospital 

No person, except In emergency 
cases, chargeable to the city can he 
admitted to the Newton Hospital ex- 
cept on certificate of the city physi- 
cian. Cost per patient $16:62 per 
week. 

This olfieer, who is a vital part of 
the department, saves the city many 
dollars in the course of the year ill his 
work among the sick poor. 

Insane 

Up to 1904 the expense of the in- 
sane in the various state institutions 
was paid by tlie city in a similar man- 
ner as it pays other cities and towns 
for aid rendered persons, settled in 
their city. At that time the entire 
control of the insane was assumed by 
the state. Our appropriation for in- 
sane averaged $9000 a year prior to 
this change, while our share of Ihe 
stiite tax for cost of insane (his year 
is above $30,000. An interesting story 
can lie written on this subject. 

Office 

The- department’s headquarters at 
City Hall are full of interesting rec- 
ords and hooks. Over 6000 indexed 
histories, Boston directories since 1840 
and the entire edition ol* Newton di- 
rectories. cover tlie walls. The rec- 
ords and histories of course are strict- 
ly private, and many an interesting 
story might he written from these 
short and simple annuls of the poor. 

While constant efforts are made by 
the department to pluco the persons 
who apply for aid, upon a self sup- 
porting basis, there tire always chron- 
ic cases of pauperism, which are u 
•load weight upon the strongest efforts. 

In some cases, three generations of 
one family wore inmates of the alms- 
house, and it is evident that heredity 
plays some part in the life dramas of 
these people. 

The agent visits all paupers at least 
3 times a year and also acts as the 
Probation Visitor to paroled prison- 
ers. for the State Board of Charities. 

lu eom lusion I cun personally testi- 
fy to the good work being done by tills 
ery necessary department of the city, 
ml desire to call attention lo one or 
two important rai ls. In the first place 
the department is not limited l»v the 
municipal appropriation and nil ex- 
penses incurred by the overseer in his 
statutory duties must i>c i>;.i.i by Un- 
it). The second fact fs t hat the 
amount of money recovered l»y the city 
for outside settlements depends upon 
the vigilance und activity of the olll- 
cers of litis department 

The increuued cost of our poor is 
due largely to the luck of employment, 
and itlso the increased cost of the tie 
cessltles of life. At the City Home, a 


| part of the basement was constructed 
(for the City Store, said store being es 
j tnhllshcd in 1912. By means of this 
j store, we are able to liny goods at 
wholesale and deliver them to the 
needy at pretty nearly the same price. 
Many of tlie store keepers objected 
to tills method for this reason. Some 
of the poor contracted hills for sup- 
plies and being tumble to meet them 
ii.v the payment of cash, endeavored to 
sett It* accounts in the following man- 
ner. An order on the store was given 
for two or three dollars. In some In 
lances t lie full nmount of tlie order 
was not received, therefore, tlie Iml- 
nnce could ho placed to their credit, 
and In such a way t Hoy were able In 
n long run to strike out the old hill. 
Another case was brought to light, 
where a store keeper gave a box of 
cigars, such as they wore, in payment 
of ten cents and the city order. 

The City Home is at the present time 
having dormer windows put in so that 
in the event of overcrowding, we shall 
he aide to finish off the third floor 
either in n dormitory or ha\ * private 
i ooniR. 

Nick Poor 

All cases admitted to the hospital 
must he approved by the City Physi- 
cian except emergencies. Tlie local 
physicians must consult Dr. Lowe, 
prior to their admission of patients, 
lu some cased, the physicians have not 
done this, and the case has not boon 
accepted. Every case admitted 
to the hospital is investigated, and if 
settled in another City that City is 
immediately notified. In some cases 
efforts nrc made to collect for 
the hospital hill, if tlie fam- 
ily Is able to pay something, if not all. 
Other cities ami towns are beginning 
to charge this City the amount that 
we charge them. With some places, 
as for instance the City of Boston, an 
agreement was made to charge the 
fiat rate of ten dollars per week, 
therefore, we stand to lose six dollars 
and fifty-two cents on every Boston 
case. This agreement was made for 
this reason. Boston will probably 
have ten of our cases in their hospi- 
tal to one of theirs in the Newton Hos- 
pital. If we charge them sixteen dol- 
lars and fifty-two cents for their case, 
they, in turn, can charge us the same, 
as their institution is owned and sup- 
ported by the City. It has been no- 
ticed that some of tlie other cities 
are doing the same thing charging 
us sixteen dollars and fifty-two cents 
because we billed them at that rate. 
On every State case this City loses 
nine dollars and fifty-two cents as we 
are only able to collect seven dollars 
per week from the Commonwealth 
Before the hospital contract was made 
we were charged by the hsopital only 
seven dollars per week on State cases, 
hut since 19.11 we are charged the full 
rate regardless of the age or settle- 
ment of the patient. All State cases 
when in need of hospital treatment 
a ic. except In cases of emergency, 
sent to the State Infirmary at Tewks- 
bury. * 

The city also renders the last ser- 
vice to the dead by burying paupers 
and unknown persons In the city lot 
at the Newton cemetery. This also 
entails upon the overseer .the duty of 
finding a possible settlement and the 
sending of hills,

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HOW NEWTON IS GOVERNED 

nth of a Series ol Articles Explaining the 
Management oi the City 

work consists of repairs an»l con- 
struction of roadways, the cleaning 
of streets and gutters, catch basins 
and drains, the building of sidewalks, 
and the removal of snow. The divi- 
sions on the north side of the city 
have modern and commodious brick 
stables, and there is great need of 
another on the south side of the city; 
the present accommodations at Newton 
Centre being inadequate for that sec- 
tion. The Crafts street stable has a 
well-equipped machine shop, and a 
machinist has charge of all the inci- 
dental repairs required on the road 
rollers, stone crushers and other ma- 
chinery. The department also em- 
ploys blacksmiths, who shoe all the 
city horses and sharpen tools, and a 
wheelwright, who makes all the city 
carts and wagons, sleds and snow 
plows. 

The employment of the mechanics 
and laborers is regulated by the Civ- 
il Service Commission. The average 
number of laborers, 267, work an 
eight-hour day for a minimum wage 
of $2.25. The average weekly pay- 
roll amounts to $376S. The total days 
worked in an ordinary week is 1574 
with an average cost per capita of 
$2.39 per day. 

In the construction of concrete 
sidewalks, cross-walks and gutters, 
the city prepares the foundations, the 
contractor doing the remainder of the 
work. In all other cases, including 
street sprinkling, the city does the en- 
tire work, and usually receives the 
full equivalent for its money. 

Petitions for concrete sidewalks, 
where the abuttors agree to pay one- 
half the cost, are presented to the 
street commissioner and the work is 
done in connection with other work 
in the same vicinity. When all the 
abuttors will not agree to pay their 
share of the cost of concrete, a peti- 
tion is usually sent to the aldermen 
to order the work done under the bet- 
terment act, which authorizes the 
city to assess the cost on the abuttors. 
A hearing is given and the work may 
then be ordered by the Board if it 
deems the conditions warrant such 
action.

FAVOR A POBUG MARKET 

Aldermen Reverse Previous Act and Appropriate 
$2000 lor New Bureau 


The first meeting of the aldermen 
after the long summer vacation was 
marked with spirited debates on two 
important matters and the raising of 
more parliamentary questions than all 
the rest of the year together.

lnborers. The reasons advanced by 
the committee for refusing the ad- 
vance are sound from a business 
standpoint, and will appeal to busi- 
ness men but is there not a humani- 
tarian aspect to the matter which 
Should have had some consideration. 
While many persons take considerable 
stock In the assertion that a municipal 
government can he run strictly on 
business principles, in actunl practice, 
this has been found to he almost im- 
possible. Too many outside elements 
enter into the matter to allow it to 
be adjusted by a hard and fast rule 
of this kind. The state recognizes 
this element by Its provisions for pen- 
sions of various forms, in the demand 
that the poor and the insane shall be 
•provided for in a decent manner and 
in many other humane ways. And in 
Its treatment of its laborers the city 
should also consider certain facts on 
the lines already indicated by the 
state. It Is said that the average city 
laborer in Newton receives an income 
of but $490 a year, or less than $10 per 
week, and on this sum he Is expected 
to live, raise his family and keep out 
of debt. The Street Commissioner is 
authority for. the statement that New- 
ton has us efficient a corps of laborers 
as exists in the state; that it is the 
result of constant weeding out of the 
less desirable men. leaving an experi- 
enced body of laborers fit for the reg- 
ular routine work of the city. This 
experience should be recognized and 
at least a living wage paid for such 
service. The suggestion advanced by 
the committee that more permanent 
work be given the men. who would 
thereby receive a larger annual in- 
come. is more theoretical than prac- 
ticable.

The opening of school Monday.

Only twenty-six candidates 
reported at that time, and Tuesday, 
owing to the hent, merely twenty-one 
came out. Captain Dorney and A’achon 
are the only two "N” men who have 
reported. Comtek, the one other vet- 
eran player who was not lost through 
graduation, was injured this summer 
while playing hall on one of the play- 
grounds. and will he unable to play 
loothnll this fall. 

AA’ednesday the weather was so 
warm that Coach Dickinson decided 
to call off the practice. Taking advan- 
tage of the afternoon of rest, sixteen 
of the squad accompanied the coach 
to Cambridge, and learned some points 
while watching the Harvard practice. 

Coach Dickinson is greatly disap- 
pointed because of the lack of interest 
in football shown this year. He says 
that Newton should certainly turn out 
more than twenty-six candidates, when 
other high schools have sixty or sev- 
enty. Mr. Dickinson also believes that 
unless at least fifty boys come out 
this fall. Newton High will be repre- 
sented by a very weak team. 

Newton’s star foot- 
ball player of last season, has been 
forced by severe illness to return to 
his home in Cuba. 

Arthur Roberts, captain of the 1914 
track team, sprained Ills ankle slight- 
ly while practising the high jump 
Monday. He expects that his foot will 
have recovered its strength long be- 
fore the track season begins.

POVERTY ABROAD 

A postcard was received this week 
by V. .1. Schofield of Newton, from 
Henry Yermette. formerly of Centre 
street. Newton, who. at the outbreak 
of the war. went to enter his brother’s 
chemical laboratory in Leipzig. 

The card, written ip English, bears 
a Leipzig postmark, and in addition 
an Austrian postmark, indicating that 
it took a southern steamer to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Mr. Yermette says: "I am very glad 
to hear from you. But on your last 
letter I had to pay 26 pfennig. 1 
wouldn’t mind if 1 had money, but as 
I am very poor now, 25 pfennig is a 
lot to me. I wish you would send me 

few dollars, as 1 need it more than 
ever to buy bread in these terrible 
times. Dollars are so scarce over 
here! After the war is over I can tell 
you better why 1 am so in need now.” 

Mr. Yermette’s present address is 5 
Thomasins St.. Leipzig. It is consid- 
ered surprising that the postcard evad- 
ed the censors, considering that it was 
in English and also that it told a pit- 
iful story of German poverty.

the wngos due an inspector for work 
done on the Thompson ville sewer on 
Saturday afternoons and Sundays, nl- 
tho the city solicitor had ruled that 
there was sufficient appropriation to 
pay for the same. While Mr. Mur- 
phy believed the Comptroller ought 
to he a big man. he thought it a dan- 
gerous step for a city official to re- 
fuse to follow the ruling of the city 
solicitor. He also stated that the 
mayor had informally refused to rec- 
ommend tli is appropriation, for he 
stood by the city solicitor. 

Alderman l’ratt snid that the Comp- 
troller was in an unfortunate posi- 
tion. for the city solicitor has recom- 
mended him to do something impos- 
sible from an accounting standpoint. 
The hoard established all the salaries 
to be paid in the engineering depart- 
ment in the annual budget and the 
Comptroller enn find no authority to 
pay any one a larger sum than that 
stated in the budget. The suggestion 
to pay this man from another appro- 
priation was not good accounting, but 
he could readily see that the mayor 
ana the city solicitor, not being ac- 
countants, do not understand the sit- 
uation. 

Comptroller John Daboll was askfed 
to state the matter, and said that he 
must disapprove any pay roll which 
called for a greater rate of wages 
than that ordered in the budget. The 
only control he had was to compare 
the roll with the budget, and while 
he regretted to disagree with the city 
solicitor, he felt he must have an ap- 
propriation to which this matter 
could he properly charged. 

City Solicitor Bishop explained the 
matter as he understood it, and said 
that as the board has made an appro- 
priation for the sewer, part of which 
was for sewer inspection, he believed 
there was an appropriation from 
which this overtime could be paid. 

Alderman Pratt said that the por- 
tion of the sewer appropriation for 
engineering was taken care of in the 
budget, and that it was usually cov- 
ered by a transfer. The budget fixed 
salaries, however, and while he 
thought the board had gone into too 
much detail in fixing these salaries, 
the order of the board should be up- 
held. 

Alderman Early said that the 
amount should be charged to the ap- 
propriation for the sewer which was 
intended for that purpose. 

Alderman Harriman thought that 
the sewer appropriation covered the 
matter, but he also believed that the 
board should uphold the Comptroller 
in all such matters.

Alderman Cox suggested that if 
overtime had been allowed, it ought 
to be made up by giving the man time 
at other parts of the week. 

Alderman Jamieson said that the 
new system of accounting was intend- 
ed to keep our accounts straight and 
that it was a great advantage over 
the former loose methods of book- 
keeping. The" Comptroller ought to 
have authority over the books and 
accounting and the simplest way out 
of the present trouble was to request 
the appropriation, which had really 
been an omission of the annual bud- 
get. 

The order was then passed 15 to 5. 

The matter of establishing a Bu- 
reau of Public Markets came up when 
Alderman Cobb moved a reconsidera- 
jtion of the vote whereby the board 
had refused to pass the order at the 
last regular meeting. Alderman Fork- 
nail raised a question regarding the 
right to reconsider and appealed 
wnen the £hair ruled against him. 
The chair was sustained by a vote of 
14 to 5 and reconsideration prevailed 
by a vote of 11 to 8. 

Alderman Clark favored the order 
at this time that the citizens might 
take advantage of the fall markets 
and have tlie assistance of Mr. Wheel- 
jer and Mr., Hall in starting the Bu- 
] reau. Alderman Cox didn't see why 
.there was need of so much money, as 
82000 was deemed sufficient lust July, 
and six weeks had elapsed. 

| Alderman Forknall wanted the 
j board to go slow, as .$2000 was only 
an entering wedge, $15,000 would be 
wanted next year and the Lord only 
I knew what would be needed after 
; that. The plan was for hut one mar- 
i ket, but others would lie demanded in

H. \V. Hall was asked some 
questions regarding the market mat- 
ter, and the order was amended so 
as to charge the amount to Excess 
and Deficiency account instead of to 
the tax levy. 

Alderman Forknall attempted 
enter a charter objection to tlie pass- 
age of the order, but after a short 
recess, the chair ruled that a charter 
objection could not be made by one 
person at that time, and the order 
J was then adopted by a vote of 13 to I 
7, Aldermen Allen, Alley, Bartlett, 
Cabot.

\ voting In the negative t 


The whole distance covered Is about 
three hundred miles. 

Petitions for new street lights are 
also filed with the Street Cotnmis 
sioner and when approved by the May- 
or are usually granted. Each looa 
tion is carefully looked into by the 
Street Commissioner, who confers 
with the representative of the differ- 
ent companies contracting to furnish 
the lights. All electric lights are fur- 
nished by the Edison Electric Illumi- 
nating Company of Boston under a 
ten year contract. 1909-1919. All gas 
lights are furnished by the Newton & 
Watertown Gas Light Company under 
a three year contract. 1914-1917. Daily 
reports are received from the Police 
Department for defective lights which 
are checked in the office, reported to 
the companies, and deducted before 
payment of the monthly account. 
There were 3022 lights in the city in 
use September 1st. as follows: — 

Electrics, 1961; Arcs. 162; Incan- 
descents. 1799; Gas. 1061. 

The collection and removal of ash- 
es and papers is attended to by the 
city forces under an ordinance enact- 
ed in November, 1914. The appro- 
priation for this work is $26,000. 

Sewer Division. There are three 
distinct kinds of work in this division, 
each one of which receives its money 
from a different source. The con- 
struction of new sewers, the connect- 
ing of houses with present sewers, 
and the maintenance of the entire sys- 
tem, including cleaning and flushing 
of both main and lateral sewers. The 
last work is usually done during the 
winter and early spring under a spe- 
cial appropriation of $11,800. The 
cleaning of small sewers is done by 
filling the manhole with water to 
flush the pipe. Larger sewers are 
cleaned with scrapers and some by 
hand. 

The construction of new sewers is 
done only when ordered by the board 
of aldermen. The city engineer’s de- 
partment gives the lines and grades 
for all city work. Sewer construc- 
tion varies from laying the ordinary 
8-inch pipe in side streets to 36-inch 
pipe or 48-inch brick main sewers. 

House Connections are made only 
on the written application of the prop- 
erty owner, and may be paid on the 
tax-bill if so desired. 

The advent of the automobile and 
its increasing use of our roadways 
has during the past twelve years caus- 
ed the street department a large ex- 
pense. The automobile has also caus- 
ed a new point of view regarding 
street sprinkling or dust laying as 
it should be more properly called. 
When we consider in the city of New- 
ton the number of cars assessed for 
1915 was about 1350 representing a 
value of about $1,407,150.-. we can 
see that this question covers an im- 
portant item in reference to road 
uuilding and street maintenance. 

The office division of the department 
is an important factor in systematiz- 
ing the uetails of the reports of the 
work. A daily return is received from 
each of the divisions and the cost and 
summarized expenditures under the 
various appropriations are made up 
from these and reported weekly to the 
Comptroller’s department. 

All permits for street openings and 
obstructions by the public service cor- 
porations and individuals are made in 
the office and from January first to 
September 1st, the number issued is 
as follows: 

For opening 375 

For obstruction 62 

All orders ,for supplies receive the 
personal attention of the street com- 
missioner, who receives quotes for all 
goods not bought by contract. When- 
ever possible, supplies are bought in 
carload lots and received at the yard 
in Newtonville, which is in charge of 
the store-keeper. Order blanks are 
made in triplicate, which enaules tne 
foreman to return a signed voucher to 
the office to be used for checking items 
on bills. The hay and grain supply 
is kept up to a standard required 
under the specilieations of tne Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce; and paid 
ior only oy sworn weight. 

The department expended $365,000 
during 1914 of which 8322,000 was oil 
the highways, $70,000 for sewer work 
and $oi, 000 for street lighting. 

The department lias ail equipment 
consisting of: 5 Road Rollers, 4 Stone 
C rushers, complete, 1 Electric motor 
for crusher work, 1 Concrete Mixer, 
1 Scarifier, 1 Compressor Drill, 2 hoad 
Scrapers, 3 Oil Wagons, 4 Caravans. 
42 single and double carts, 3 ash carts. 
3 paper-wagons, 2 Automobiles, 10 
double and one single sprinkling 
carts, 71 horses, 112 harnesses. Der- 
ricks, pile driver, plank puller, en- 
gines pumps, boilers; also small tools 
and machinery.

CONFESSIONS OF V REFORMED 
ANTI 

>Ihii Tells Why lie Climbed Over the 
Fence 

In trying to rescue the suffrngists 
from the slough of despond, 1 suc- 
ceeded finally in convincing myself 
that 1 was on the wrong track. Hav- 
ing exhausted all the "reasons” 1 
could think of why woman should not 
have the ballot, 1 began to examine the 
reasons on the other side. After that 
in the deathless words of the immortal 
Mickey Fagiu, there was "nothing to 
it." 

To he perfectly frnnk, my change of 
heart is due primarily to an anti- 
speaker. One night she freed her sys- 
tem of this sapient counsel: "Those 
who are on the fence should climb 
down, for it is a very undignified posi- 
tion." 1 agreed with her. For me, the 
only question remaining to decide 
was: "On which side of the fence shall 
1 alight?” 

It required some little time to make 
up my mind. In the first place It 
never had occurred to me that women 
were especially clamorous for the bal- 
lot, I lound that both the suffragists 
and the anti-suffragists were utilizing 
the majority argument. One rea- 
soned: "Should a minority he per- 
mitted to force upon a majority, some- 
thing a majority doesn’t want. From 
the opposite camp came this in a voice 
of thunder: "Has any considerable 
Lody of persons, even a majority, a 
right to say in a democracy, ‘Even if 
a minority does want to vote, it shall 
not be permitted to do so. Has a mi- 
nority no intellectual, social or eco- 
nomic rights that are entitled to re- 
spect?" 

Then 1 found somewhere: “A ma- 
jority is a bugaboo. It has been more 
often wrong than right. Suppose a 
million vote on a question and one 
more than one-half is opposed — is 
there any justice in allowing that con- 
clusion to prevail? Is there any just- 
ice in letting one decide for 500,000?" 

I had the ball and was gaining 
ground! 

I read the New York Times edi- 
torial against suffrage, and that was 
so insufferably dull and stupid as al- 
most to convince me right then and 
there what a sinner I had been. Then 
I read the New York World’s editorial 
renunciation, in which it yielded man- 
fully to its ultimate conviction. In 
the first place, I admired the news- 
paper because it had the courage to 
reverse its engines. In the second 
place. I admired it on account of the 
quality of its logic. In addition to all 
this, being human. I could not with- 
hold admiration from those devoted 
souls to whom no considerations of 
personal convenience or sacrifice were 
too potent to deter them from doing 
that which, in the development of civ- 
lization, must he done! All hail their 
knightly courage and typically Ameri- 
can chivalry! Their only weapons are 
the weapons of reason — their only mil- 
itancy the militancy of human justice. 
I honor them, one and all! 

Down the line 1 marched and I 
found : 

(1) A country where only half of 
the people have a voice in government 
is not a democracy but an autocracy. 

(2) Women make all our lives pos- 
sible — they walk in death’s grim 
shadow to give us birth. To perpetu- 
ate the race they willingly make the 
last sacrifice — why should we not do 
a little something for them? 

(31 What right has a man to take 
a woman’s money in taxes and yet 
give her no voice in saying how it 
shall be spent? 

(4) How can a man plume him- 
self on his love of justice and still 
regard woman as little more than a 
chat tie — a slave? How can he give 
the ballot to the ignorant among men

TAFT WOULD VOTE NO 

Kx-Prralrtrnt Tnfl (liven Ilia Vlrwn on 
(In* Itiirxllon of X ol,*« (or Women 
In the Saturday Kvenlnit 
Pont of Sept. II. 

Wo think Mr. Taft absolutely correct 
In his statements that suffrage is not 
art Ilia 1 tenable right; t tin t the effort of 
granting women the suffrage is likely 
to he disastrous; that It would tie n 
great Injustice to force suffrage upon 
the majority of women against their 
will that it would be the undesirable 
element which would he sure to vote In 
our large cities; that the effect of suf- 
frage on woman's economic and social 
condition would he small; that Injus- 
tice to women 111 the laws has been 
done away with without the ballot; 
that If women are ignorant slaves, ns 
the siitTragists maintain, that It Is not 
desirable to enfranchise them; and that 
woman's going Into politics will cause 
her to lose the consideration now given 
her. 

We think Mr. Taft mistaken In be- 
lieving woman suffrage hound to conic, 
as during the last year it has been de- 
feated In twenty-four states, and will 
undoubtedly be defeated this fall In 
Pennsylvania, New York, New Jersey, 
and Massachusetts. We nre much grat- 
ified with Mr. Taft's definite statement 
that If he were voting In a campaign 
state ttiis fall he would certainly vote 
NO. He says In part: 

"To regard the privilege and duty of 
voting an Inalienahle right Inseparable 
from citizenship, like the right to pro- 
tection by the Government at home or 
abroad, would lend to absurdity. On 
such a theory the suffrage should he 
extended to children and babes In arms. 

"The question, then, whether women 
shall be given the suffrage is to he ar- 
gued and determined on the Issue 
whether It would he better for the Gov- 
ernment, for society and for the women 
that they should vote, uml not on any a 
priori theory that it Is their right. 

“The effect of woman suffrage upon 
women's economic and social condition 
will he comparatively small, because 
women ns n class nre nof clearly dis- 
tinct from the members of the present 
electorate. In their political, social and 
economic interests. 

"Men and women have so many iden- 
tical Interests and so many opinions 
In common that the cleavage between 
the sexes as political classes has not 
been elenr or marked. This Is why wo- 
man suffrage as a practical issue has 
not arisen before the present genera- 
tion. 

"To-day it takes all the Ingenuity 
of partisan advocates to find here and 
there in the statutes some archaic re- 
mains of that former ‘subjection of 
women.’ It has been remedied without 
the votes of the women, not as a class 
question but because men us the heads 
of the families, with liberal views, have 
seen its injustice. No equal-suffrage 
Western State has laws more liberal 
to women than a number of the Eastern 
States where they are denied the ballot. 
Indeed in Massachusetts there are 
statutory provisions that limit men In 
the control of their earnings in the in- 
terest of their wives. 

"The movement for woman suffrage 
lias hud its greut source and impetus in 
the belief that great reform in the con- 
dition of women can be effected by law 
which men are reluctant to enact, but 
which woman will secure If given a 
voice In the government. It is pressed 
upon us that married women with the 
hullot will be able to protect themselves 
against the hrutullty and oppression of 
their husbands. 

"It Is difficult to see how the oppor- 
tunity to vote once In u yeur will en- 
uhle u wife to defend herself against 
her husbund's brutal uml drunken ag- 
gression. Perhaps she might have more 
influence with the police. Perhups her 
complaint might be given more weight 
if she were u voter than now, but l 
doubt It. The only probable effect will 
he to double the political power of such 
a husband. 

There ure many respectable women 
of average intelligence whose Interest, 
however, lius not been roused, who are 
listless on the subject, and who would 
decline to make any sacrifice of time 
or convenience to perform their duty 
If given the franchise. In the country 
districts, where It takes effort to regis- 
ter ami to vote, this is a serious matter 
even with men. It will be much more 
obstructive in the case of women. The 

unieii who actively oppose the exten- 
sion of the franchise ure, many of them, 
of the most intelligent cluss and their 
views would tend to keep them from 
the polls. It Is a substantial reason 
for delaying the coming of the hullot to 
women that more tliun half of them 
now do not wish to have it. One of the 
chief grounds for giving every cluss a 
voice in tiie Government is to satisfy 
its desires ami induce it to support and 
strengthen the Government. Hut if a 
class does not desire the responsibility 
ami will not meet tiiat responsibility 
by its best average intelligence the 
reason fails. 

"There is a lurge body of women, 
probultly u majority, who do not wish 
to vote uml who are opposed to receiv- 
ing the franchise. The vigor witli 
which a referendum to women to de- 
cide tile issue lias been opposed by the 
leading advocates of woman suffrage 
in Massachusetts and New York sup- 
ports tills conclusion. If this be true, 
it furnishes a very good reason for 
thinking that the women voters as a 
whole would not respond quickly to the 
obligation imposed upon them if the 
light to vote were given them, uml, 
therefore, that fOI a considerable time 
we should not have In the actual vole 
cast by the women the uveruge Intelli- 
gence of the entire body of women vot- 
ers Tiie undesirables, especially wo- 
men in congested city centers, would be 
euslly induced to vote. 

"The country is not going to suffer 
by being deprived of the votes of wo- 
men. There is no great evil which 
their being kept out of the franchise 
continues. Tiie dangers of tiie ballot in 
tiie bauds of women to the state, as al- 
ready said, are greater with the con- 
gested population uml tiie gicut muss 
of Ignorant women In the Eastern 
StaJes Ilian In tiie Far Western States.

Prove Its governing capacity. The wo- 
men have been without a vote for now 
"no hundred and twenty-five years nnd 
they have not really suffered by It. 
The Government lias continued to he a 
good one. 

"Their disabilities hove been removed, 
their rights of life, liberty nnd prop- 
erty have been made equal to those of 
men."

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HOW NEWTON IS GOVERNED 


A BEAUTIFUL SIGHT 


Eleventh of a Series ol Articles Explaining the ^’ a ^ ow ^ ar * ow Mill Attracts 
Management ol the City Many s P JC,a,ors 


One of the greatest sources of pride 
in the American nation, is the atten- 
tion given in tills country to the edu- 
cation of children. From the earliest 
days of the republic there has been 
a constantly increasing interest taken 
in educational matters until at the 
present time, this door of opportunity 
is open to every chilfj. This is par- 
ticularly so in the city of Newton, 
where our schools have been long 
noted for their excellence. 

It is not the purpose of this article 
to give exhaustive review of what 
Newton has done in the past for its 
children or what It proposes to do in 
the future. It is written merely to 
give our readers some insight into a 
department which touches us so clos- 
ly thru our children and which we 
frequently criticize without much 
reason. 

The school department of this city 
is under the complete control of a 
school committee of seven members, 
elected, one from each ward for 
terms of three years each, the mayor 
serving as an ex officio member of the 
committee. The board organizes an- 
nually in January with the choice of 
a chairman and a secretary and holds 
monthly meetings in the Newton 
Technical High School building. 

The work of the school committee 
is done in a committee of the whole, 
the former custom of work by sub 
committees having been discontinued 
when the size of the committee was 
reduced some years ago. 


The administrative work of the de- 
partment Is largely in the hands of 
tlie superintendent, who is elected an- 
nually in Jun- jiind the secretary, us- 
ually In con-Labt touch with the chair- 
man of the 'ipmmittee. 

The superintendent is the executive 
officer of the board and must combine 
the knowledge of the scholar, the 
ability of the business man. and the 
progressivenesB of the reformer. His 
work begins early in the morning with 
the determination of the weather, if 
unsettled, and the probable incon- 
venience to 8,000 children, or the loss 
of a day's service of over 300 teach- 
ers. More charity should be shown 
the superintendent in this matter by 
parents and taxpayers, but it is hard 
to eradicate the prevalent idea, that 
the superintendent is personally re- 
sponsible for the weather. 

Arriving at the office, many letters 
must be read and answered, reports 
of contagious diseases received from 
the health department and transmit- 
ted to the different masters by tele- 
phone or messenger. 

Substitutes must be provided for 
teachers unexpectedly absent, and as 
many as 12 have been called and fur- 
nished in one day. Interviews are 
granted to applicants for positions, to 
pupils and parents on a thousand dif- 
ferent matters. The remainder of the 
forenoon and afternoon until 4 o’clock 
are taken up in visiting the different 
schools. After 4 the office is again

DR. SHAW HERE 

Noted Women Suffragist Speaks at West 
Newton 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw gave an In- 
teresting address before a large audi- 
ence at Players’ Hall, West Newton, on 
Saturday evening. September 18th, on 
the question of Sufi rage. Hr. Shaw 
was Introduced by Rev. A. J. Muste of 
the Central Congregational Church of 
Newtonville. As Mr. Muste had made 
reference to the Bible in his opening 
remarks, I)r. Shaw first called atten- 
tion to the frequent misuse of the Bible 
particularly by those who were in the

LARGE VOTE AT PRIMARY 

McCall and Coolidge Received Big Vole and 
Allen, Weston and Jarvis Win Repre- 
sentative Nomination 


The state primary held on Tuesday 
attracted considerable attention in 
this city where the contests on the 
Republican ticket between McCall and 
Cushing for governor, Coolidge and 
Ham for lieutenant-governor and Jar- 
vis and Brimblecom for representative 
brought out the largest vote ever cast 
in a primary election. Possibly the 
abolition of party enrolment may also 
have had something to do with a vote 
of 2704 as compared with 2575 of last 
year. Mr. McCall swept the city, as 
well as the state, the vote being Mc- 
Call 1584, Cushing 678, a plurality of 
906, while Foss received but 84 votes. 
Mr. Cushing was ahead in but three 
precincts. Nonantum, Lower and Up- 
per Falls. Coolidge was close behind 
McCall having 1401 to Ham’s 809, a 
majority of 692. Jarvis won the third 
nomination for representative. Messrs. 
Allen and Weston were renominated 
as a matter of course, with 1818 and 
1836 respectively, while Alderman Jar- 
vis won the third nomination with a 
vote of 1402 to 1321 for Brimblecom. 

The other minor contests resulted 
in a vote for state auditor for Cook of 
1092 with his opponents Bagley hav-

Commissioner Williams led with 1255, 
Dyer having 588 and Penniman but 
lo3. County Treasurer Hayden led his 
opponent Wilson with a vote of 1682 
to 279. while Sheriff Fairbairn had

It is evident that the newspapers 
had done good work in reminding the 
voters as to their limitations in mark- 
ing the new form of ballot, for only 
29 ballots were thrown aside in the 
whole city for improper marking. Ward

Nut and Potato Croquettes.— Take 
two cupfuls of hot rleed potatoes and 
to them add throe tablespoonfuls of 
erenrn, half a teaspoonful of salt, an 
eighth of a teaspoonful of pepper, a 
few grains of cayenne and a few drops 
of onion Juice. Beat and add one egg 
yolk. Cook one-fourth of a cupful of 
soft breadcrumbs with one-fourtli of a 
cupful of cream until of the consis- 
tency of n thick paste. Then add half 
an egg yolk, nml salt to taste. Cool 
and add pecan nut meats broken In 
pieces, using ns many nuts ns will ho 
held together by the paste.

.Meetings of the masters and teach- 
ers are frequently held, although at 
no stated hours. Schedules arc made 
up each month and it is the custom to 
hold meetings of teachers of one grade 
throughout the city, with lenders and 
subjects assigned for discussion and 
Instruction. 

Possibly the most important and 
leliente work of the superintendent 
and school committee is the selection 
of the 312 teachers who constitute the 
working force of the department, ru- 
der a recent state law. every teacher 
who has been elected and re-elected 
for three years is then placed on the 
permanent list of the department and 
is not subject to nil annual election. 
The greater portion of the 312 teachers 
in tliis city arc now on that list. New 
teachers are elected by the school 
committee, and by state law, must be 
persons who have been recommended 
by the superintendent. 

Applications for positions are filed 
with the superintendent together with 
such notes or references as may be re- 
quired. When new teachers are need- 
ed. the applications for that particu- 
lar grade are examined by the super- 
intendent, and the most promising in- 
vestigated by personal visits to their 
present schools, if any. and a recom- 
mendation made to the committee. 
The superintendent has authority to 
make temporary appointments in 
emergencies, reporting the facts to 
the board. 

The wages paid school teachers are 
based on what is known as the "merit 
system." a plan which works admir- 
ably when in the hands of the right 
persons but which can he wofully 
abused if the opposite conditions pre- 
vail. 

Under the merit system, no estab- 
lished rate of wages are paid, but the 
value of each teacher is determined 
and fixed by the school committee. 
Usually teachers with some experience 
are paid a salary of $700 at the begin- 
ning. and if they have not been in- 
creased to at least $750 by the end 
of two years, they are not re-elected. 
The average salary in the Newton 
schools ranges from $950 to $1000. In- 
experienced teachers are usually ap- 
pointed as building assistants, that is 
to say they are given work as general 
assistants in some one school building, 
working under the direction of the 
I principal 

In addition to the merit system, the 
department also endeavors to give 
teachers what is known as a Sabbati 
cal year, a leave of absence of one 
year, at half pay after working for 
I seven years. Teachers receiving this 
leave must agree to take a course of 
study approved by the superintendent 
during their absence and to stay at 
! least three years with the city after 
their return. The committee believes 
j that it is good business policy to im- 
prove the quality of our teachers at 
such small expense, the net additional 
cost to the city in each of the present 
cases is but $250. It is a phase of the 
merit system, and attracts the best 
teachers from other places. While the 
idea is practically new in the public 
schools, only a few having adopted it 
to date, it is an established custom in 
most of the colleges. The average tax 
payer will agree that a good school 
teacher needs as much in this line 
college professors and if it can be ob- 
tained at such slight expense, it would 
seem desirable to adopt it permanent- 
ly. 

The cost of our schools has been the 
subject of considerable controversy 
between the school committee on the 
one hand and the board of aldermen 
on the other, as the latter body has the 
sole responsibility of fixing the total 
amount to be expended for educational 
purposes. For the past ten years our 
school expenses have been increasing 
by leaps and hounds, the total mainte- 
nance appropriation in 1904-1905 was 
$241,000 and an average cost per pupil 
of $40.32 while in 1913-1914, the last 
available school report, the total cost 
was $384,000 and an average cost of 
$53.12 per pupil. The figures for the 
present year are practically $400,- 
000. The school committee and the 
city government are now working un- 
der a so called gentlemen’s agreement 
that the cost per pupil shall not he 
increased and tiiat the maintenance 
appropriation shall he based on the 
present average cost per pupil and 
determined by the enrolment of thi 
schools. Newton Is most unfortunate- 
ly situated for an economical adminis- 
tration of its schools. Its scattered 
population, the necessity of giving ev 
cry part of the city exactly the same 
facilities in education, regardless of 
t lie density or sparsity of population, 
and the natural demand for first class 
school buildings everywhere, makes it 
impossible to save money in this de- 
partment and do the right kind of 
wcj'k. 

The geographical situation, besides 
increasing the number of masters uud 
teachers by reason of the scattered 
districts, also reduces the size of the 
classes. In Newton Centre one year, 
for instance, one grade which had had 
from 80 to 85 pupils, in two rooms, in- 
creased to J00 at the opening of the 
school term. It wus therefore neces- 
sary to make three classes in tills 
grade, and to employ one additional 
teacher. In a compact city it would 
have been possible to have so changed 
the district lines as to ussign the pu- 
pils into other school buildings. 

In addition to the difficulties of a 
scattered population, Newton has a 
far larger proportion of its pupils in 
tlie high school than any other place 
in the United States. It is said tiiat 
the average high school attendance 
would lie from 10 to 12 1-2 per cent of 
tlie total school enrolment. The fig- 
urea for Newton show that 2030 of a 
totul of 8158 enrolled are in the vari- 
ous High Schools, practically 25 per 
cent of tlie enrolment. 

It is these things, small in them- 
selves, which make tlie cost of our 
schools seem large. And yet, com- 
pared with the percentage of revenue 
devoted to educutlouul purposes, New- 
ton is by no means first. The figures 
show that 31 cities in the stute pay a 
larger proportion of their revenue for 
educational purposes. Newton pays 
> per $1,000 valuation for schools, 


Instead of tlie one High School of 
former times, which usually fitted pu- 
pils for college. Newton now has three 
distinct High Schools, the Classical 
course, which occupies the older 
building, a Technical High School 
which is divided between the old and 
tlie new buildings, and a Vocational 
iigli School wholly within tlie newer 
building. The last division has been 
made within a few years and was done 
in order thnt the city might lie en- 
titled to receive aid from tlie state for 
work along vocational lines. It is in- 
teresting to note in tills connection 
that the late Frank A. Day, generously 
maintained for five years tlie predeces- 
sor of this Vocational High School, 
then known ns the Newton Independ- 
ent Industrial school and located in 
Nonantuni. The Classical High school 
has nil enrolment of 862. the Techni- 
cal High of 782 and the Vocational 
High. 386. There are 5381 pupils in 
the grade schools and 767 in the kin- 
dergartens. 

Evening schools are maintained at 
Newtonville and the Upper Falls dur- 
ing the winter senson. and attract n 
large attendance from our foreign- 
born population. 19 nationalities being 
represented last year. The work has 
increased amazingly during the pnst 
five years, the appropriation having 
about doubled in that time. The work 
is mostly elementary, fully half the 
attendants taking the first and second 
grade work, with a few doing grammar 
school work. 

There is also an Evening Vocational 
High school with courses in commer- 
cial studies and in shop work. 

The vacation school work, which be- 
gnn as a philanthropic movement some 
years ago on the part of our Women’s 
clubs has become a part of our school 
system the past year, although the 
ladies still keep up their interest in 
the work. For six weeks, industrial 
work and manual training are taught 
at Nonantum and Newton. The chil- 
dren are taught carpentry, cooking, 
basket work, gardening, millinery and 
nil kinds of industrial work. The at- 
tendance hns been lnrge and enthusi- 
astic. 

Tlie kindergartens are very popular 
in Newton. 767 pupils attending the 14 
maintained in various parts of the 
cify. Children are admitted between 
4 and G years of age and but one ses- 
sion a (lay is held. 

Pupils completing the grammar 
course ending with the eighth grade 
are awarded a certificate signed by tlie 
master of tlie school and the chairman 
of tlie ward committee. Without this 
certificate, applicants for admission 
must take an examination, opportunity 
for which is given in June, and again 
in September. The graduates of the 
High School are also awarded diplo- 
mas. Admission to the lower grades 
is obtained by new pupils upon apply- 
ing to the master of the district, who 
assigns the pupil to the proper grade 
through an informal examination. A 
vaccination certificate is also required. 

It is interesting to learn from the 
last report of the school committee 
that the cost of the different school 
departments were as follows. 

Kindergartens, $1S,G00. Grades, 
$197,600 Classical Higli $53,250, Tech- 
nical High $50,600 and Vocational High 
$46,300. 

Recent labor laws requiring certifi 
cates before children of school age are 
allowed to work, has required the 
tablisliment of a separate department 
to handle the school census, which is 
taken in September each year and 
which includes considerable data of 
every child in the city between 5 ami 
15 years of ag: . and the making of cer- 
tificates, based on tlie facts thus as- 
certained. 

The secretary of tlie committee now 
only has the care of the records of the 
departments, and a large amount of 
correspondence, but she has charge, 
under direction of tlie superinten- 
dent of the lnrge amount of supplies, 
necessary for a large department. 
Twice each year the masters of the 
school submit requisitions for supplies 
of paper, pencils, pens, chalk and the 
many small articles necessary in 
school work. These requests are ex- 
amined and revised by the superin- 
tendent and transmitted to the secre- 
tary, who usually makes tlie purchases 
from bids received from manufactur- 
ers or dealers. Books ore purchased 
in the same way. Something ’over 
$20,000 is spent for these supplies each 
year. From two to three thousand 
school hooks are usually rebound each 
year, the work being done in the sum- 
mer vacation. , 

The truant officer is a busy man and 
invaluable to tlie department. For- 
tunately the amount of truancy in 
Newton is small, but what there is 
has often required the services of 
three horses. The truant officer 
ports at the superintendent’s office 
twice eacli day, to receive the notices 
of suspicious absences from tlie vari- 
ous masters, and fully 75 per cent of 
these reported are returned to tlie 
schools within utt hour. The business 
requires it thorough knowledge of boy 
life, and the golf links and woods are 
frequently visited by the truant man. 

He also comes across many sud 
cases of poverty and neglect and can 
tell pathetic stories of finding children 
kept from school for lack of shoes, 
dresses and coats. 

The school buildings and grounds 
are under the care of tlie vurious jan- 
itors und engineers, who are responsi- 
ble to the superintendent for the con- 
dition of the heating, ventilating and 
for cleanliness. School floors are 
thoroughly washed three times u year, 
at each vacation period, und are swept 
whenever required by the master. 

The spuce of tiiis article forbids the 
mention of many matters of interest, 
but other feuturcs of school work will 
be given in the future, in order thut 
full knowledge of this important de- 
partment may lie made public.

Shall the Proposed Amendment to the Constitution 
Enabling Women to Vote be Approved and Ratified 
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YES 

The Massachusetts Woman’s Suf- 
frage Association and Iho Mon's Com 
mlUoo entertained nt luncheon I bo 
Governors or cx-dovornors of nine 
equal suffrage Stntos recently. The 
executives present were (Inventors 
William Spry of Ctali. Arthur Capper 
of Kansas. Edward F. Dunne of Illi- 
nois. Moses Alexnmior of Idaho. George 
W. 1’. Hunt of Arizona. Ernest Lister 
of Washington and Samuel V. Stewart 
of Montana, and ex -Governors Alva 
Adams and Rlias M. Ammons of Colo- 
rado and Joseph M. Carey of Wyoming. 
All of them said that the effort of 
equal suffrage in their States had been 
excellent. 

Mrs. Teresa A. Crowley presided 
and the tables were flanked with 
great hunches of yellow flowers and 
birds on the walls. 

Governor Stewart of Montana, the 
first speaker, said that suffrage was 
new in his State, but that all doubt ns 
to how the women would line up was 
settled at the first election. On the 
whole he felt that the women voted 
more intelligently than the men. Gov- 
ernor Dnnne of Illinois declared that 
in his State women undertook to clean 
up aggressive corporate interests — a 
job which the men had shirked. From 
11106 on he had always stood for votes 
for women, ami he believed that if a 
male vote on the question of equal 
suffrage in Illinois were now taken 
it would result heavily in favor of the 
women. 

"Woman State officials in Utah,” said 
Governor Spry, “have been on the 
whole about 100 per cent, better nil 
round than the men.” 

The respects of Governor Lister of 
Washington were paid to former Judge 
Snell or that State, who recently has 
come out publicly against equal suf- 
frage. Governor Lister called upon 
Judge Snell and his friends, if any be- 
lieve as the judge does, to invoke the 
initiative ami referendum to put an 
end to women’s voting in Washington. 

Governor Capper of Kansas reiated 
that in 1867 Lucy Stone wrote to the 
Governor of Kansas. Crawford, urging 
woman suffrage; and he was particu- 
larly glad to tell his hearers that the 
political equality seed had been sown 
from Massachusetts. 

tuber speakers were Governor Hunt 
of Arizona, Governor Carlson and 
former Governors Adams and Ammons 
of Colorado, Governor Alexander ot 
Idaho, Governor Spry of Utah, and 
former Governor Carey of Wyoming. 

Several of the Governors also spoke 
at a suffrage meeting at Fan&iil Hall 
given by the Cambridge Equal Suf- 
frage League. 

"It would be wrong to speak against 
liberty in this hall where orators 
thundered for abolition 50 years ago”, 
said ex-Governor Alva Adams. “It is 
only the Puritan prejudice about a wo- 
man's place in the world which has 
withheld from her the ballot.” 


When woman suffrage comes in this 
way will it bring the permanent evil 
consequences the antisuffragists main- 
tain? I doubt it. 

It is objected to woman suffrage that 
women should give their time to mar- 
riage, childhenrinp. to the rearing of 
their children and to the promotion 
of domestic happiness; that they do 
this because of their natural instincts 
and tastes and their refinement, and 
that to send them out into the world 
to contend as part of the electorate 
in canvasses and elections and to serve 
in office will destroy the home, deprive 
them of their charm, interfere with the 
rearing of children, and rob life for 
both men and women of its happiness. 
When we consider how few men of the 
twenty millions of men who have the 
right to cast votes in this country lose 
any appreciable time in discharging 
their political duties, we may well con- 
clude that the amount of time that the 
average woman will lose through the 
franchise will not be enough to inter- 
fere with her performing the family 
duties she now has. 

The granting of the franchise will 
result in the election of only a very 
small number of women to office. In 
the states where for years they have 
had the franchise the election of a wo- 
man to office has always been noted 
as exceptional. A man’s activities and 
experience outside of the home In mat- 
ters analogous to public business will 
suggest him, rather than a woman, for 
its discharge. Moreover, when it com- 
es to the election of u woman there is 
little danger that the female electors 
as a class will, as a habit, vote for 
her just because she is a woman. 

We should he blind if we did not 
recognize that the higher and wider 
education of women, tin.* added inter- 
est many of them are taking in public 
affairs, in parochial matters, in phil- 
anthropy and charity, the economic 
pressure upon many of them to en 
large their business and wage-earn- 
ing activities beyond the domestic cir- 1 
ole and into closer association with ' 
matters outside the home, have (bang I 
ed considerably the conventional re- | 
lotion of woman to mun in general so- 
ciety. Women are more independent , 
than they used to be. They have to 
be under existing conditions and it is 
well that they should be. It is not | 
physical disability, but convention, 
that has excluded them from many I 
avenues of livelihood. The Great War 
lias forced upon the peoples of the 
belligerent nations the use of women 
in branches of service t!iut have been 
monopolized by men heretofore, and j 
Ibis test of their availability for wider! 
fields of luhor will have a permanent 
result in opening to them new oppor- 
tunities.

At ono of the suffrniro mootings on 
Poston Common n young woman speak- 
er, employed ns a domestic, made the 
charge that a certain employment 
agency in ltoxbury ought to be put out 
of business, because it hired young wo- 
men and sent them to bad places. This 
was, «.f course, a serious charge, and 
stic used It to show that women need 
votes to make such tilings Impossible. 

Mrs. William Lowell l’utnam, the 
well-known social worker and promi- 
nent nnti-sti(Traglst. In a letter to the 
Poston "Post" of August 27, said: 

"If Miss O’Connor will send mo the 
address of the Intelligence office of 
which she speaks, 1 will personally take 
the matter up with the police commis- 
sioner and the abuse will bo corrected. 
When 1 have bad occasion to report Im- 
inornt conditions before, they have been 
immediately attended to. 1 find siteh 
action tilings results more quickly and 
more surely than speechifying about 
them.” 

Miss Mabel Willard, a Poston suffra- 
gist. explains In the "Post" for Sept. 12, 
that Miss O’Connor was questioned by 
the secretary of the Massachusetts 
employment agency association, and 
admitted that her knowledge was 
gained front a newspaper report some 
two years ago. and that the reason she 
felt sure the place was a bad one was 
that the woman In charge of it was di- 
vorced, and therefore, she felt sure her 
character was bad. 

This is n fair sample of the founda- 
tion on which countless suffrage state- 
ments are made. ' 


Wo hear much of the credit due to 
women's votes for causing Washington 
and Oregon to go "dry." Tho New 
York Times of Sept, it, points out tliut 
their "dry” Is 'to be far from strictly 
dry. Every Washingtonian and Ore- 
gonian will have the right to buy 3G 
bottles of beer and 2 quarts of whiskey 
every four weeks. This evidently con- 
stitutes prohibition ot> the Western 
coast. 


Miss Lucy Price, who tias been speak- 
ing against suffrage on tho Chautaugua 
circuit of New York State, found great 
enthusiasm among women who had 
never heard the anti-suffrage position 
stated before. They would come up to 
her after the lecture and say "I am so 
glad you have expressed what we know 
is right, only no one had ever given 
us the facts to hack up our Instincts. 
We do not want to go into politics, 
and our husbands are not going to put 
us there, we know." 
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Gail Hamilton says: "My earliest in- 
stinct anti my latest judgment combine 
In maintaining that women have a 
right to claim exemption from politi- 
cal duty ami responsibility, and tlial 
men have no right to lay tho burden 
upon them. If the public work is ill 
done by men, the remedy Is to do It 
better, not to shift the weight to shoul- 
ders already heavily laden and whose 
task they do not propose In any respect 
to lighten." 


At the meeting of the Amesbury 
Grange on September 7, Mr. Winfield 
Tuck, a paid suffrage worker, urged 
the Grange to go on record In favor of 
suffrage. After listening to tills speech 
and one or two others also in favor, 
the Grange voted against suffrage by 
a large majority. 


In Vermont for over 20 years women 
owning property have been entitled to 
vote on school matters. Less than one 
per cent of them have ever voted nt 
any time, and usually not a single wo- 
man would east a ballot.

Mrs. Gas Ituhlln of 
Brooklyn, wife of a prize fighter, runs 
her own saloon and decorates it with 
votes for woman banners; the suffra- 
gists did not hesitate to make her a 
marshal In their parade.” 

Suffragists constantly assure tho col- 
lege girl that she owes them a great 
debt of gratitude, because without their 
efforts higher education would never 
have been open to tier. No statement 
could he more misleading. If the suf- 
fragists hud had their way no educa- 
tion at all would have been open to 
her. In the famous suffrage conven- 
tion in Massachusetts in ls.io tills reso- 
lution was passed: "that every effort to 
educate woman until you accord tier 
her rights is futile, and a waste of 
labor." la other words, they black- 
listed education just as they did phil- 
anthropy a your ugo when they re- 
solved not to contribute anything to 
any good cuusc until they secured Un- 
vote. Happily, however, education 
could not he boycotted hy the suffra- 
gists until women got the vote, and our 
country is as well supplied with col- 
leges for girls us for hoys, it is worth 
remembering too, tliut suffragists al- 
ways demanded not colleges for wo- 
men, but tlie entrance of women into 
men's colleges, and their success up to 
the present la that (Unction has been 
small. It is worth rcmcnihcriiig too 
that Wellesley college was founded hy 
uiiti-sufTraglsts and that the Harvard 
Annex, the forerunner of Jtadellffe, was 
made possible by tin* work and interest 
of Professors Goodwin, (Ireeiioqgh and 
Gilmuii, who were all ardent and 
avowed untl-Huff ruglsts.

for advancement in Commerce, Fi- 
nance. Law, and the Industries. 

The American Public. School is our 
great bulwark of safety.
